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Wrrnis the last week two curious and appar- 
ently'inconsistent items of Chinese intelligence 
have appeared in the local papers, both we 
believe perfectly trustworthy. ‘The one a trans- 
lation of an inflamatory proclamation posted at 
in Hupeh, during the presence of the 
gun-boat Opossum with the surveying expedition 
ou board, the other an account of a rebellion 

‘The proclamation 
Manchu, or 
at least an official under the present sovernment 
of China, is curious as evidencing the spirit in 
whieh that government essays to rule the eoun- 
try: the other leads us to enquire into the feel- 
inys of the mass of the peop'e and. their atti- 
tude towards that government. 

Our contemporary the Lyng Courier in 
speaking of the proclamation suggested it might 
have been only a “skit.” However much 
knowledge the members of the Yangtsze expe- 
dition may have had of the manners anil customs 
of the Chiness. we ure not pre; 1 to necept 
this exphiation, as we have never as yet heard 
of the Chinese indulying in a joke of this nature. 
If, however, it were 2 skit, it evit spirit of 
enquiry into the relative positions of the people 
and the government, which means almost as 
much as the plot of rebellion at Soochow, 
Curiously reversing the historical order of facts 
it states that for two hundred years the 
people have eaten the bread and tilled the soil 
of the Tutsing dynasty, to ‘the benevolence of 
whose sovercigns their very existence is to he 
attributed. Now in our estimation this may 
le a governmental way of putting a conquest, 
not achieved without rivers of blood, betore the 
people, but is hardly Ikely to have emanated 
from the conqiered race, in whose poss»ssion 
were those very fiekls for ages before the bene- 
volent sway of the Tatsings stopped short ‘of a 
confiscation they had no power to carry ont. If 
the prockimation however were a. skit this ill- 
timed culogy of the Manchu dynasty, put for- 
ward with such an utter disregard of truth, must 
have been meant to draw attention to the weak 
points of their mle. Again it speaks of the in- 
creasing population and comfort of the people. 
We do not mean to deny the unprecedented in- 
crease in the former during the dynasty, thoush 
there is every reason to doubt the returns which 
have been generally ited as reliable ; we 
moreover are quite prepared to acknowledge 
the artificial stimulus given to the growth of

of China, and hence just at present more. inter- 
est is felt. in anything relating to this empire 
than could have been excited a few months ago. 
More expecially is it important to investigate 
the seervt springs of Chinese opinion and pre- 
judice, The current literature of the day fre- 
quently lets us into the feelings of the people 
amongst whom that literature is circulated. 
But this serves only as an exponent. of feeling : 
the reason for its existence lies far deeper, and 
is rooted in the national philosophy. This is 
universally true, and may be illustrated by the 
history of Locke's influence in England.” The 
great philosopher's conclusions were eagerly 
seized by the Deists, 

turn by Hartley, Priestley and Darwin, the 
latter findin ground for the banish- 
ment of the spiritual cssence from the universe, 
and the reduction of mind to matier, It is 
easy to trace the continuence of this influence 
through the pages of Hume's History, which 
teaches us “ to beiieve in aworld that is govern- 
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nd were developed in | 


ed by no Gad, and which is inhabited by a race 
of men who ure capable of no patriotism, no 
heroism, no self-sacrifice, but have made a ridi- 
eulous mimicry of these qualities to impose upon 
each other.” “And so, filtering down through 
philosophers and historians, and stamping the 
lighter literature, the doctrines of Locke, expand- 
ed und distorted, furnish us with the explana 
tion of the tone of zeneral society in the latter 
end of the last century. Just in the same 
way national and social characteristics in all 
countries are to be traced to the expressed or 
implied teaching of philosophers of whose names 
the mass of the people are ignorant. We should 
have wished that the reviewer had devoted 
more aitention to this interesting and important 
| departinent of his subject. However the essry 
is 2 most valuable one, inasmuch as it places 
| many of the more important doctrines of the 
Eastern sage in an attractive form, and 
renders them accessible to multitudes of readers 
to whom Confucius is a mere empty nume.

Indeed we regret this statement, 
although supported by Dr. Legze’s authority, 
for a notion of the kind is in the highest deree 
likely to distort the already sulliciently absurd 
ideas about Chi are prevalent in England. 
But though we pluck this laurel from the sage’s 
brow, it seems to us on the other hand rather 
hard that the ceremonial observances which 
ceeupied him, doubtless as types of something 
more important, should be stigmatised as “ very 
small." From an independent point of view 
the Levitical eeremonial seems utterly destitute 
of sense or reason, but our estimation of its im- 
portance changes so soon as we are supplied 
with the key to its anysteries. And so with the 
minute ceremonial instituted by Confucius, we 
in from ju Iging until we shail Lave obtained 
fmpse into the reasons that sugyested its 
construction. A:ai one glimpse we actually have 
obtained. It would seem from the confession 
the Minister Méng-Usi that state and private 
ceremonial was at the time much neglected, and 
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that the dignity of the throne was impaired by 
that neglect. Flenco the attention psid to form 
by Confucius, and there is no ground for ony 
very severe blume if he ran into extremes, and 
rode to the death what he came to regard as a 
favourite hobby. There can be little doubt that 
Confucius was an eccentric man. We do not 
set down eccentricity as a mark of genius, but 
it certainly frequently accompanies it. | ‘The 
sage's personal habits, his primness and neat- 
ness, all reported with Boswell-like fidelity, 
give us the notion of one painfully peculiar in 
gait, appearance and mode of living. But these 
must be cousidered us the merest accidents, no 
more affording an index to the essentials of his

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NEWS OF SHE WEEK. 

We havo had no mail from home since our last, nor 

- have ay political telegrams come to hand, The follow- 

ing commercial telegram was received on Wednesday 

morning by the Chamber of Commerce, via Kinchta.—

‘Some interest has been caused by the discovery in 
Soochow of three ringleaders in a political conspiracy, 
the object of which seems to have been to first cap- 
ture the city of Soochow and afterwards Kashing, 
Hangebow and Hanchow, The Daily News gives tho 
following particulars :— 

“There has been great excitment in Soochow 
lately, at the prospect of another rebellion. Three mon 
were arrested under suspicious circumstances at Woo- 
kong (about 40 li S. of Soochow.) ‘They were found 
to have in their possession a large offivial seal (the in- 
dispensable preliminary to a would-be governing power) 
cut with the characters xc. Olli 
“ The Grrat Original General governing the East,” The 
Chinese method of examination being applied, it ap- 
peared that this was part of a conspiracy to set up 
another Taiping rule, and that several thousand men 
were engaged in it. ‘Those three men were beheaded 

_A8 soon as all that was possible had been extracted 
from thom. ‘Many arrests have taken place in Suo- 
chow, and between twenty and thirty ringleaders 
have been caught in Shanghai, some in the city, and 
some in the French Concession on Monday night. ‘The 
conspirators are almost all Canton or Ningpo men, and 
are all cither old Taipings or disbanded braves. They 
are reported to number some 50,000 men. The head 
Chief is believed to be an ol Chung-mow, and to be 
now in Shanghai. So serious is the apprehension, 
that a number of inhabitants have been flying from 
Soochow Shanghai-wards, for several days, taking 
with them all their property, in anticipation of an out- 
break and general sack.” 

We are informed that the views expressed by Mr. 
Consul General Seward in a latter addressed to 
United States Consuls in China under date of August 
8rd Inst, and published in the Gazetle of August Sth, 
touching jurisdiction over persons on boar ships in 
tho waters of China, have been approved by the 
Secretary of State of the United States in Consulta- 
tion with the Attorney General. 

‘The Titania is the only tea clipper which has loft 
Shanghai since our last ; but the steamer Agamemnon 
and the clippers Eliza Shuto and Huntly Castle, loaded 
at Hankow, have also gone to sea, and the Lennox 
Castle, the only other ship which went up the river 
may be expected at Woosnng to-day,

They 
bring word that a proclamation waa posted on the walls 
of Ichang, during the stay there of the gunboat Oos- 
sum, offering a reward of 49,000 cash for every foreign- 
er killed, and 100,000 cash for every stearner destroy- 
ed, and threatening with death any one who sell 
ground for a hong. . 

A share auction was held on Saturday Iast when 
five shares in the Shanghai Gas Compiny brought Tia. 
97, and tive more Tis. 95. In the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company 5 shares brought Tls. 90 each, 
and 15 more Tis. $9. 2 shares in the Gaion Steam Na- 
vigation Company with dividend were bought ia at Ts. 
252, while for two more without dividend, there was 
no offer. For N. C. Steamer Company’ 
was no competition. 1 share in the Shanghai Steam 
Candle making Company (Tls. 100) realized Tls. 10. 

One of the evening papers hears on undoubted 
authority that several Chinese Hongs, in combination, 
have it seriously in contemplation t » establish in Lon- 
don a Native Agency, for the sale of Tea and tran- 
saction of general business. Their chief ditficulty lies 
in the selection of one of their own countrymen qual- 
ified for the post by a sufficient knowledge of the

The Jnvalid Russe states that n Chinese deputation 
is said to be en route to St. Petersburg on the subject 
of connecting the Russian Railways with China; this 
has given a great impulse to the proposal of a Railway 
through Siberia, 

‘The annnal meeting of the Shareholders in the 
General Hospital took place yesterday. We give a 
report elsewhere, 

The case of the Cayalti, which arrived last year’ 
at Hakodati, which only Chinese coolies on board 
will be remembered by our readers. As the vessel 
flew the U. S. Flag that Government was appealed 
to for instructions what to do with the ship and 
coolies, Ithas. the Duily News is informed, refused 
to take any acti regard to them, but bas ordered 
them to be handed over to the Jap mese authorities, 
holding that, though the American flag had been 
assumed with a view to protect the barque from 
belligerent capture during the war between Peru and 
Spain, the real owners were not citizens of the Unit- 
ed States, and the use of the fag wasa fraud. The 
U.S. Government declines to recognise the crime of 
piracy in the act of the coolics, ‘Their object was 
not robbery orplunder, it was to get back to their 
native country. ‘However much, therefore, the 
dreadful acts by which they asserted their liberty 
may be regretted, they cannot bedeomed pirates or 
robbers in the seuse of the law of nations.” In these 
reagong, and in view of the fact that the vessel was not 
the property of an American citizen, the Government 
will not concern itself about the restoration of the 
vessel to its former owners, not take part in any pro- 
ceedings for reducing the coolies to tho servitude 
from which they havo effected the deliverance. It 
adds a hope that ‘the authorities of Japan will 
sympathise with those of China and Armerica in do- 
testation of the abominable tralfie which has led, ia 
the case of the Cayalti or in others, to so bloody re- 
tribution.”

Terxixa.—The Evening Courier says ‘The warlike 
preparations now being made by the Chinese govern- 
ment in the North are attracting notice. The Takov 
forts have been put into excellent order within the last 
year, and now look most formidable. they are garri- 
Soned by drilled troops, who are constantly practising 
with the guus. The number of troops counot be preci- 
sely stated, hut it must amount to some thousands. 
At Yentai (Chefvo) is a well disciplined garrison of 500 
men, European drilled, and fresh recruits are daily 
entered and put to drill There is also at Yentai a tieldl 
of artillery of six guns with carriages. Horses are bein 
Vought for artillery purposes, at good prices. Dri 
ling ‘and practice go on daily with great energy, at 
these troops are not so despicable as may be supposed. 
Though now without European offleers, they are kept 
in very good order, and it is observed that they keep 
their rifles remarkably clean, Military evolutions are 
gone through with great precision, although only un 

ler the command of native officers, who have, howe 
themselves Ieen trained hy foreigners. The formin 
‘of squares and line of march are mentioned by com- 
petent observers in terms of high praise. 

“Upon the grand exnal and the lakes which lie be- 
tween the new course of the Yellow River and Chin- 
kiang, gun-boats are now extremely numerous. ‘These 
boats are about 60 feet ong, and have ordinarily. two 
guns, and sometimes more. They have about 20 rowers. 
and ‘are clean and well kept. 

“To Europeans these preparations may appear extre- 
ly trivial, hut to the Chinese mind it is otherwise.

foreigners seem determined not to buy, except at 
their own prices, they will have to give in, which 
will be very shortly, Five rather Iarge teamen, who 
Dought up the first of the crop, are missing, it is said 
they agreed to give rather high pee for what they 
boughs, faneying that there would be even a greater 
rush for the first chops than last year, and were no 
doubt anything but agreeably surprised to find that 
there were no offers for it at all ; and so adopted the 
only course left for them and ‘cleared ont.” Busi- 
ness here is of course at a stand still and the Chinese 
are offering three per cent per month for money 
with good security. For the last few days proces- 
sions have been constantly walking the settlement, 
in which joss has been exhibited in all shapes and. 
sizes ; this is evidently to intimidate the clerk of the 
weather, but up to the present he has disdained to 
notice them, for the weather has heen most oppres- 
sively hot during the morning, and generally in the 
afternoon and at night the rain comes down in tor- 
rents. The Chinese say that the rice crops are hope- 
lessly spoiled ; even the settlement in some parts has 
been under water, aud the “fresh” in the river is 
very strong.

DEALERS OF CANTON 
(China Mail.) 
Tue following Resolutions on the part of the 
native Silk-dealers of Canton, which have been recent- 
ly notiticd, are of considerable interest to those 
engaged in the Silk trade, from their reference to the 
mysterious cases of robbery occurring from time to 
time in si shipped from Canton. ‘The perpetrators 
of these thefts have hitherto baflled all attempts 
at detection, but a large reward bas been offered for 
information ‘that may lead to an exposure of the 
and as the native vendors appear to be alarn 
their own interests should suffer, it may be hoped 
that « stop will now be put to the vexatious practice. 
Resolutions ayreed to by the silk dealers of Canton, 
annexed to petition presented by the representatives

1. On purchases of Silk being made by the foreign 
Customers of the Undersigned, after being dui

purchaser to be present either persoually or by such 
representative as he may appoint, to witness the pro- 
cess of weighing and packing the silk, ei Vales 
or boxes, whereupon the merchandiz 
at the purchaser's disposal, and he 
ments for passing it through the 
effecting its shipment. ‘These steps bi 
sence of both parties, obviating all possibili 
coming, in the event of any loss being discovered on 
the arrival of the silk at its destination, there willbe 
no doubt that such must have occurred in transitu, 
and the purchaser must absolve the seller from all res- 
ponsibility or liability to make compensation, In order 
to guard agniest future claims, the above Resolutious 
are hereby notified.

COMBINATIONS AMONG CHINESE AND 
‘OREIGNERS. 
(Overland Trade Report. ) 

It may perhaps be hoped that an incident which 
came to light in connection with the recent Silk Mest- 
ing in Shanghai, will sufficiently explain why it is that 
foreigners cannot combine in trade in the same way as 
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the Chinese. ‘This queation has heen repeatorlly asked, 
bat it has never received a satiafactory answer. Cari- 
ously enough, the general opinion seers to have been 
that there was some ical fault in the manner in 
which foreigners condacted their business, Lecaus: it 
did not permit of combination of this nature, It does 
nof seem to have been considered that it was protable 
the reason any foreigners could not combine it this 
way, was that there was something in the aystem 
which Europeans would with propriety hesltate to 
opt. 
Such appears, however, to be the simple solution of 
this problem. ‘The fact is, that the reason why Chi- 
nese can combine, and foreigners cannot, in sienply thas 
the former use coercive measures to keep up theircom- 
‘ions, while the latter would never for a moment 
of sacrificing their individual freedom to act as 
they like in their own business. The facta above al- 
Jaded to as having been discovered in connection with 
the Silkmens’ meeting, clearly demonstrate the true 
Dearing of the question. ‘The Foreign Silkmen agreed 
to certain resulutions as to the details of weighing 
&c. and upon these becoming known to the guild. 
that body at once resolved to inflict a tine of Tla, 1,000 
fon any man who should deal with foreigners on the 
terms proposed. It is not ditheult to foresee which 
side must gain the advantage in this little contest. 
‘The guild, with its power to tine recalcitrant membera, 
must have everything its own way, and except fore 
eigners were prepared to make a stand for the matter, 
which is not very likely, they must of necessity give 

































in, 

‘The point that is of essential. importance in connec- 
tion with the subject, is, however, this. Lf the guild 
find it necessary to inflict atine upon any one of its 
members, dealing with foreign mercbauts upon the 
terms proposed, three things are obvious, First, there 
must have been some among their numbers who were 
desirous so todeal. Except upon this supposition, it 
is clear that the threat of inlicting a tine would not.bo 
called for. Secondly, it is shown that the individual 
freedom of a Chinese trader, according to the dictates 
of his own common sense, is sacrificed to the guild ; or, 
in other words, that he is not permitted to trade free- 
ly, and without restriction, auy more with foreigners 
shen with any one else, Thirdly, it is clear that the 
rules by which he is bound, are of a c @ nature. 
‘They are not the result of a'voluntary compact, but a 
rule-wnposed upon him by others, aud liable to be en- 
forced by a tine. 

It isin this last clement that these combinations 
diverge from anything that ean possibly be pat into 
practice among Toveigeecs. No Curopean would aub- 
self to the dictates of any trading body tothe 
a tine, in order to 
e ous they think fit; and in order to 

about the same combining force that exists among, 

Chinese, a power of this nature would be absolute- 
ly required. ‘The idea, therefore, that there is auy- 
thing surprising in the fact that Chineso are able to 
act in combination, where foreigners are not, is obvious- 
ly founded upon only a superticial acquaintance with 
the formation of the guilds, aud the extent .to which 
they partake ofa cvercive nature, Of this a good 
illustration was spoken of at the meeting under notice, 
where one Changkee had, in detiance of the order of 
k to a foreign house, with whom an 
en to suspend operations. By ring- 
fe pressire to .bear on outsiders, the guilds 
aintain a monopoly of the trade, In this they are un- 
niledly aided by the officials, and it is now well 
known that the idea of foreiguers’ being able to trade 
with whom they please in China, is entirely erroneous, 
the truth being that they can deal only with such men 
as the guilds choose.

MR. COOPER ON WESTERN CHINA. | 
The Meeting of the Bengal Branch of the Asiatic 
Society on Wednesday evening, the Sth May, was 
pretty well attended, principally, we believe, to hear 
Me. Gooper’s account of Western China. After the 
usual preliminaries by the Secretary (Dr. Oldham in 
inthe chair) an account of a very curious Arian 
scription was read, furnished by Sr. E. C._ Bayley. 
‘The inscription will shortly be published. Then Br. 
Gooper rose, and held the audienco riveted for nearly 
an hour, during which he described the rivers; trade 
















routes, modes of travelling, cities, commerce, and 
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various other matters connected with Sz-Chuen. Its 
latitude he fixes at north and the longitude at 
102 5 cast, and decribes the country as the garden of 
Central Asia. He also remarked forcibly on the in- 
crease of opium cultivatiou there. On his sitting down, 
the following speakers rose, in the order set down, 
and maintained an animasted and lively discussion for 
helf an honr. Dr. Anderson who had accompanied the 
mission from Burmah, keeping up a running fire 
throughout, every now and then describing what he 
the teen and heard of the countries north of Burmah. 
Colonel Thuillier warned Mr. Cooper of the dangers 
attending the route by way north of Assam, that he 
had chosen, instanced the fate of the Reverend Mr. 
Creck, wished every success to Mr. Cooper, and ‘con- 
cluded by drawing tention tu solving the question 
whether the Saupoo and the Bramaputra or the 
Sanpoo and the Irrawaddy were one and the 
same river, Here Dr. Anderson began his running de-

a very good demand still exists, there being willing buyers 





at Tis. 5 per box for large size, while Importers are 
holding for a still higher price. 

‘There seems now some slight prospect of business gener- 
ally recovering from the depression under which it has 
lately been luboring. 

‘Tea.—Black.—During the past week the New Crop 
Congous have been arriving freely from the river ports, 
and since the opening of the market on the list inst., a 
fair business has been transacted in them at irregular 
prices. From the indifference of buyers to make offers, 
prices at the opening had a downward tendency,” but lnt- 
terly more spirit has been shewn on the part of buyers, 
and a firmer tone has been apparent. Settlements to 
date amount to about 30,000 chests against 10,000 to 
the kame date last year. Supplies so far have beon very 
large, but it remains to be scen if the heavy losses now 
being made by the tea men will not reduce the quantity 
in the second and third crops. 

In Green Teas.—One small chop new Pingsuey has been 
settled at Ts. 26, but this market cannot yet be consider- 
ed fairly opened. The quality of the chops on offer is not 
equal to those at the beginning of Inst season, especially 
as regards make and color of leaf, the teas having the ap- 
pearance of being mixed with leaf from inferior districts. 
In liquor they are fresh, but a little wanting in strength. 

Advices from Hankow report continued steady buying : 
prices for finest were well maintained, whilst other des- 
criptions were decidedly cheaper. 

‘SILK.—The total settlement from the Ist inst. ‘to date 
have been 1,630 bales, and the unsold stock is about 700 
bales. The Intest telegrams from London are dated 25th 
May, and advise a “ moderate business” if Silk. “No. 
3 Tesatlee 29s.” 

During the last few days Silk has arrived in fair quanti- 
ties, offers have been more freely made, and on Weines- 
day for the ma'l, “ chops” were opened at opened at Tis. 
555 for best Thirds, and in“ their wake” common Silks 
have been taken at from 10 to 20 tacls advance on the 
opening quotations. 

Hardly any Taysnam Silks with the exception of Lae- 
yangs have been shown, for the latter Tis. 360 has been 
paid, and this is so far the only quotation for coarse Silk. 
Hainings were opened at Tis. 480 for Fatmows seconds, 
ani have remained at about that figure, withatendency to 
advance during the Inst day or two. The market closed very 
firmly. TheStr. Ottatoa which sailed this morning carried 
1,122 bales for England, 225 bales for France and 28 bales for 
Bombay; and the P.M. Str. Costa Rien, which leaves to- 
morrow morning, takes 80 2100 bales of Silk destined for 
New York. 

In reporting on the new produce, we have only one com- 
plaint to make, and that is that the Silk is undoubtedly 
foul, and we fear this only too surely bears out the state- 
ments of Silkmen, of bad feeding, and a consequently 
worse yield than was at first hoped. 

OriUs.—There is no change in the market for Malwa 
worthy of note. Hard Cake is much preferred. To-day’s 
rate is Tls. 50S to Tis. 510. During the week Patna hus 
been sold as low as Tis. 448 for New, but now the tone of 
the market is firmer and buyers have been found at Tis.
